Southeastern Stamp Expo Announces Exhibit Prospectus For January 2017 Show 


The Planning Committee of the Southeastern Stamp Expo is pleased to announce the publication of its 
exhibiting prospectus for the 2017 show, and that it is now accepting entries for its 2017 exhibition. 


The prospectus and entry from can be found on the show’s website at www.sefsc.org. Entries will close 
on December 9"", but may close earlier due to space limitations. 


Exhibit Fees for 2017 are $16 per frame for multi-frame exhibits and $30 per frame for Single Frame. 


The show is to be held the last weekend in January, from Friday, January 27", through Sunday, January, 
29*, 2017. A Feedback Forum with the judges will be held at 4:00 pm on the Saturday, and an Awards 
Dinner will be held Saturday evening at 6:00 pm. Exhibitors traveling to Atlanta are also eligible to make 
use of the show’s Hospitality Suite where complimentary snacks and beverages are served, and to 
participate in the show’s silent auction as buyers or sellers. 


The venue for the Southeastern Stamp Expo is the Atlanta Hilton Northeast, 5993 Peachtree Industrial 
Boulevard, Norcross, GA, 30092. All events including the exhibition, seminars, bourse and Awards 
Dinner will be held at the Hilton. A block of rooms has been reserved from the Hilton with a show rate 
of $94/night which includes two buffet breakfasts.
